The Secretary of the State Board 


of 
Health 
announces 
small-po< 


epidemic in Iho borough of Danville, 
this state. 
On the llth inst. there 


had been reported twenty-two cases, 
three deaths having taken place ; aud 
iu Lewis, eleven cases, all in one 
house ; at other towns six cases, one 
case at each. 


All the cases are traced directly to 


Danville, where, it is stated, the local 
physicians failed or refused 
to re» 


cognize the true character of the 
disease, and where it had existed more 
than a month before the State Board 
of Health discovered it. 


In addition to those reported above, 


it is stated that notice had been re- 
ceived 
since of fourteen cases at 


Teasdale, Luzerne county, also traced 
as having originated at Danville. 


The disease has disappeared from 


Reading, where it prevailed last year 
ni epidemic form. 


The usual precautions in regard to 


vaccination, isolation and disinfection 
are being obaarved 
wherever this 


disease exists. 
The local Boards of 


Health organized in towns throughout 
the State are co operating with the 
State Board and there is little fear 
that the contagion will spread to any 
great extent.—Norristown Herald.

The circuni- 
utttnt <w \vliioh cojn2>oj all Hort.4 luid clilK-S- 
es ot men to adjust tlieir nuances to a 
severely economical or practically hard- 
pan Kisis must necessarily cause many 
businnKS changes and changes of loca- 
tion i a the commercial world. Manufac- 
turer,! who have heretofore suffered tho 
loss of a small percentage by reason of 
a lack of railroad or power or other fa- 
cilities vill naturally oast about for a 
place whero this percentage can bo saved. 


Th'i minimum cost will enter more 


largely into the problem of production 
for tlio next few years than ever before, 
and 1 ho town or city which is most alive 
to its own interests and importance will 
bonnet benefited by tho changes that 
occur 
It is incumbent upon business 


men everywhere to organize iutd act to- 
gothi r for tho betterment of tho several 
commercial interests which they repre- 
sent. A board of trade is a necessary ad- 
junct to tho welfare of every commu- 
nity. Its objects should bo primarily to 
fost< r present industries, develop local 
resources, pxiblish practical information, 
solicit, and encourage immigration, in- 
vest.jupnt and tho estnblislnneufc of now 
mnuufactories and to secure to tho town 
and incidentally to its members tho 
benelit of co-operation in tho further- 
ance of legitimate projects. Its work is 
coextensive with tho particular interests 
of tho city in which it is located. It 
should bave a salutary effect upon mu- 
nicipal affairs if needs required it and 
bo at once tho recognized factor capable 
of building, sustaining and insuring to 
porpi tuity tho best interests of all tho 
people. 


Sanitation anil Health. 


Fr.iin 1700 to 17uO tho death rate in 


London was so high that tho population 
stagnated. In the former year the in- 
habitants numbered 005,200 and in tho 
latt( r year (i5;!,!)00. During this period 
tho deaths were in the ratio of about 
ono jior SO persons living. By 1801 tho 
population had crept up to 777,000, and 
tho deaths had fallen to one in 41 per- 
sons living.

When those intrusted with 
tho conduct of public; affairs became 
aware how much the health of tho peo- 
ple v as affected by bad water, by foul 
emanations and even cesspools, and by 
too (.Teat a density of population, they 
began to secure supplies of pxire water, 
to ci instruct proper house drains and 
stref I sewers, to remove systematically 
filth from houses and to widen streets.

Jenuor's discov- 
ery of prophylaxis in smallpox had for 
its corollary tho vaccination laws. The 
chemical analysis of water was tho ba- 
sis of nets of parliament relating to wa- 
ter and rivers.—Charles Cameron at 
Sanit.irv Congress. 


I 'ortuiio Favors the Small Tovrii. 


'Within fivo years, through the opera- 


tion ut tho interstate commerce law, the 
small town has been placed upon an 
equality with tho larger city in thomat- 
ter of freight rates. Previously prohibit- 
ory rates ruled wherever there was but 
one r.jlroad. Cost of transportation was 
as unstable as tho wind. Cut rato fol- 
lowed pool rate, ono extreme tho other, 
and each succeeding 1st of January ter- 
minated all. The law now has given 
permanency 10 tho conditions which reg- 
ulate the carrying tariff. Rates are based 
upon distance and not upon tho elements 
of competition. This fact redounds to 
tho advantage of the small town, for 
freights being equal tho manufacturer 
natm ally seeks the location where his 
employees can obtain lowest living and 
cheapest rents or perchance by tho exer- 
cise of thrift and energy may gain in- 
dependence and secure homes. Many 
placeM which were virtually at a stand- 
still before tho enactment by congress of 
the interstate law have since doubled 
an p< 'pulutioii n.ud become actual iiian- 
uf act tiring centers. 
A village possesses 


advantages for tho laborer and conse- 
quent advantage for the employer which 
cannot exist in populous and area cover- 
ing cities. 


Money Spnit on Street Improvement. 
No possible expenditure of public 


moneys vyi!! yield one-tenth of the bene- 
fit to a town thnt will result from the 
layin:;of a good macadam or similar 
pavement. Every live town is asking 
itself if it Citn afford the necessary out- 
lay. There can be no doubt in this re- 
spect. Tho experience cf hundreds of 
town - in the land prove that the increase 
in taxes from the enhanced yalue of 
property is greater than tho expense in- 
curred. 


A Silk Spinning Spider. 


An effort is being made in France to 


t-i/minercialize the Imbibe, or silk spinning 
spider ol Madagascar, which produces a 
goldi n thread almost fit to rank with ths 
floe Idntuent of the silkworm. The female 
of this spider, which does the spinning, 
mny attain a length of 15 centimeteis, 
which is five times the length of her lord 
and husband, and one of her species spurj 
8,000 meters of a fine pilken thread iq thji 
course of a single month. Experiments 
made on this sample give some cause for 
hope that the silk cnn be made available 
(or » new incimtrj-.—Philadelphia Ledger.

nnd plantain, figs when dried, the bean of 
the carob. or locust tree, nnd the fruit of 
the baobab, or monkey bread tree, which 
IB eaten by the negroes in West Africa. All 
these contain snllici'?ut fat, sugar, starch, 
pecton, gum and nitrogenous matter to 
support healthy life. 
Of all these prefer- 


ence must, lie given to the banana, which 
supplies lo many millions a permanently 
nutritive food, and to the fruitof the date 
palm, or Phcnix dactylifera, which serve.-, 
as an exclusive article of aliment in part.*, 
of north Africa, Arabia ami Persia. 


"In all Ke/.zan," says one authorit3',"the 


date is the staple food not only for men, 
but for the camels, horses and dogs. Nin •• 
teen-twentieths of the population live on 
dates alone during nine months of the 
year." 
Jn the hndji or pilgrimages-, the 


price of d ites nt Mecca and Mediuu forma 
the first tjiiestion asked between the Arab 
pilgrims );oiiig to and returning from the 
sacred city. 
Cakes of dates pounded and 


kneaded into a solid mass constitute the 
main nutriment of the caravans crossing 
the Sahara. From tho fresh juice of the 
date wine and also vinegar are made and 
spirit dit tilled, while the atones or seeds 
are roast "d .and largely used instead of 
coffee.—I'ittsburg Dispatch.

About th« quaintest invention in heel 


covering is the hay quilt. It is made of 
flunneletto, cretonne or wool and au arm- 
ful or twe of hay. The goods are sewed 
strongly across the top and botlomanil 
down OIM side, and quilted across from 
side to sine at distances of about 14 inches. 
The hay is put in lightly and the remain- 
ing side s-iwed down. When the hay bo- 
comes limp, bang the quilt before the fire, 
and ic snon becomes crisp again. The 
warmth cf those quilts cannot he reali/.ed, 
except bj those who have tried them. In 
making these quilts they should he made 
quite as vide as the beds they arc intend- 
ed to covi r. They are equal in warmth to 
two or three blankets. 


Such quilts are much used by the peas- 


antry in the Swiss mountains, who appro 
ciate the warmth they afford.—-Now York 
Press.

The kinetoscope in Mr. Edison's 


workshop, which was exhibited to a 
Sun reporter at Mr. Jidisoirt bugges- 
lion by \V . iluiz, the workman in 
charge of this department, contains a 
picture of a barber shop. 
There is 


the barber, about one inch in height, 
standing at his chair, and three victims 
wiiiting to be shaved. 
.But waiting 


is not the correct word to use of this 
picture. 
One of the liliputian actors 


rises and walks across the picture to 
the chair, sits down, and is tilted 
back. 
The apron and towels are ad-

"Then beuan a series of experiments 


in I'lmtcgraphing moving objects, and 
we got cur apparatus lo tike twenty- 


five liiiluroni photographs in a second, 
but this was not sufficient. 
I found 


that the human retina was capable of 
taUiug forly five or forty-six photo 
gtnphs and communicating them to 
the braiu. 
Any more rapid photogia- 


phy was lost upon the 
brain. 
Of 


course perceptions differ in different 
individuals. 
Some men on looking at 


twenlv five photographs a second re- 
gard them us continuous, and others 
are expert enough to detect the differ- 
ences even when forty-six a second are 
displayed. 
But forty-six a second is 


practically continuous for the average 
eye and brain. That will recoid every 
motion, every change of facial expres- 
sion. 
An exception to this statement 


is lh.' hand of the pianoforte player 


I-i cider to get every motion of an ex- 
pert pianist, including the movements 
of the fingers, between sixty-five and 
seventy photographs a sucond, are re 
quired. 


"The difficulty was to give a suffi- 


cient exposure even for the best in- 
stantaneous photographic apparatus 
It is necessary for a good picture that 
the gelatine plate should be allowed 
to have a certain fraction of time in 
which to record the rays of light that 
forro t|ie picture, and the great pro- 
blem was to get an electrical machine 
that would move the gelatine plate 
along so rapidly bei.wcen exposures 
that forty-six pi tjjres a second could 
be taken and enough time etuld be 
given for each picture to h.i taken 
properly. 


"I found that if a plate were exposed 


the sixtieth part of a second to a scene 


that was very light, with a very dark 
background, 
a perfect photograph 


resulted. 
It was but a simple process 


then to 
figure 
out 
how fast 
the 
O 


machine would have to run between 
exposures to give forty-six pictures, 
each a sixtieth part of a ' second ex- 
posure. 
I figured that it would have 


to move from one exposure to nnnther 
in one 185th of a second. That is to 


say, the instrument must be standing 
4tili for exposure three-fourths of the 
second and must be racing along .nt an ' 
enormous rate of speed the rest of, 
the second so as to get the whole 40 
plates properlv placed for exposure. 


"It was a diflicult job, a mighty 


difficult job—not to figure this out, 
but to get a machine that would do 
the work. 
When we got the requisite 


number of pictures we found they 
showed with a slight tremor when we 
put them in a kiuetoscope. 
That was 


because they had not been focused 
exactly the same. 
If one picture is 


a thousandth parl of an inch out of 
the exact 
lines of the 
preceding 


picture, the 
sensitive eye instantly 


notices a 
tremor 
which effectually 


destroys the illusion. 


"That is the whole story," contiu- i 


ued the inventor. 
"The photograph^ 


ing machine was the difficult thing. 
Tho various duvices for prnp^rly dis- 
playing the moving scenes is of secon- j 
dary importance, a mere feat in simple 
mechanics which anybody can do. 
You have seen the nickie-in the-slot 
machine. 
Funny Toy. 'With or with- 


out chloroform?' 
But that is not 


what I am after. I am going to do 
what I set out to do. 


"Aiy experiments with tlio kineto- 


scope have been directed to this end: 


"First, to mount tha photographs 


on glass plates and throw tin: pictures 
by means of a magic lantern upon a ! 
screen. Then, instead of looking into 
a peephole, a large number of specta- 
tors might watch the moving picture. 


"Second, to combine the phono- 


graph with the Uinstoscope so that 
while the figures had visible motion 
on the curtain their words might be 
beard plainly by the audience. 


'•I am prepared to announce that 


throwing of pictures upon a scieen 
has actually been accomplished in rny 
laboratory, and we have had the fig- 
ures in motion there so that the eye 
could detect 
no change 
from 
one 


picture to auother. 
There are various 


improvements jet to be made, how- 
ever, before this form of the kiueto- 
scope will be ready for tbe public. 


'•Wheu these things are all accom- 


plished, as they will be some time, it 
will be possible to catch every gesture 
of (Jhauncey ill. Uepew delivering an 
atter-dmner address, and every iiillec 
tiou of bis voice, and lo exhibit both 
to admiiing audiences a hundred years 
alter .he is dead. It will be po=sible 
to see and hear grand 
opera by 


slereopticon.

• 


from the lips of the hysterical mother al- 
most drove the brave fellow daft, but he 
seized his ax, called his dog and started 
in hot pursuit. There were about two 
inches of snow on the ground, and it prov- 
identially enabled the desperate father 
of the kidnaped infant to strike the trail 
of the wolf immediately after leaving 
his dooryard. Once upon the track of 
the beast, he rushed through the moun- 
tains with a speed born of distraction, 
expecting every moment to come upon 
the old assassin licking his chops red 
with the warm blood of his victim. 


About two miles from his cabin the

The mysteriea of every craft were hedged 
n by quick-tet fences of empirical preten- 
sion and judicial affirmation. There used 
to Jje close to Temple Bar, in Louden, uu 
old chemist's shop, the proprietor of which 
in days gone by enjoyed the monopoly of 
making citric acid. Morefav^* bly circum- 
stanced than other secret n...iiufacturers, 
bis was a process that reqxiired no assist- 
ance. He employed no workmen. Experts 
eamo to sample and assort and bottle bis 
products. They never entered the labora- 
tory. 


The mystic operations by which he grew 


rich were confined to hiiaaelf. 
One day, 


having locied the doors and blinded the 
windows, sure, as usual, of the safety of 
his secret, our chemist went home to din- 
ner. A chimney swoep, or a boy disguised 
as such, wide awake In chemistry, was ou 
the watch.

The history of cast steel presents a cu- 


rious instance of a manufacturing secret 
stealthily obtained under the cloak of ail 
appeal to philanthropy. The main distinc- 
tion between iron and steel, us most peo- 
ple know, is that the latter contains car- 
bon. The one is converted into the other 
by being h»ated for a considerable time in 
contact with powdered charcoal in an iron 
box. 
Now , steel thus made is unequal. 


The middle of a bar is more carbonized 
than tho ends and the surface more than 
tho center. 
It Is therefore unreliable. 


Nevertheless before the invention of cast 
steel there wa» nothing better, lu 1760 
there lived at Attercliffe, near Sheffield, a 
watchmaker named Huntsman. He bo- 
came dissatisfied with the watch springs 
in use and set himaelf to the task of mak- 
ing them homogeneous. "If," thought he, 
"I can melt a piece of steel and cast it 
Into an im<ot, its composition should be 
the same throughout." Ho succeeded. His 
Bteel soon became famous. Huntsman's 
ingot* for fine work were in universal de- 
mand. He did not call them cast steel. 


That was his secret. About 1770 a large 


manufactory of this peculiar steel was es- 
tabliihed i.t Attercliffo. 
The process wns 


wrapped in secrecy by every one within 
reach, true and faithful men hired, the 
work divided and subdivided, large wages 
paid and stringent oaths administered. It 
did not avail. One midwinter's night, as 
the tall chimneys of the Atteryliffe steel 
works belched forth their smoke, a trav- 
eler knocked at the gate. It was bitter 
cold, the snow fell fast, and the wind 
howled auioss the moat. The stranger, ap- 
parently a plowman or agricultural labor- 
er, seeking shelter from the etorm, awak- 
ened no suspicion. Scanning the wayfar- 
er closely and moved by motives of hu- 
manity, the foreman granted his request 
and let him in. 
- Feigninj; to bo worn out with the cold 


.and fatigue, the poor fellow Bank upon tho 
floor and soon appeared to bo asleep. That, 
however, was far frota his intention. He 
closed his eyes apparently only. He saw 
workmen out bare of steel into bits nnd 
place them in crucibles in a furnace. Tho 
•fire was ur«ed to itsextreme power until the 
steel was laelted. Clothed in wet rags to 
protect themselves from the heat, the 
workmen drew out the glowing mold. Mr, 
Huntsman's factory had nothing more to 
disclose. The making of cast steel had 
been discovered.—Manufacturers' Gazette.

The 
virus in her arm caused an itching sen- 
sation, and on the sly she used her hair- 
brush to alleviate it. At the same time 
she accommodated her brother, loaning 
him her brush, which he used in lieu of 
a regular flesh brush to rub his back. 
The virus on the brush was effectually 
introduced in the lad's system, and his 
parents becoming frightened sent for a 
doctor. He came, shook his head doubt- 
fully and sent for Health Officer Rich- 
ter and two other physicians. It looked 
like smallpox, but the little sister di- 
vulged her secret, and the whole matter 
was explained. There are on young 
Werts' back 47 separate places where the 
vaccination is getting in its work.—Wil- 
liarnsport (Pa.) Letter.
